Jellied Prunes. 'Take one-third cup 
prunes), two cups cold water, hoilinp 
water, one-half cup cold water, one- 
lia.ll box gelatin or two and one-half 
tablespoons granulated gelatin, onr> 
cup sugar, one-quarter pup lemon 
juicr. Pick over, wash and soak 
prunes for several hours in two cups 
jf cold water, and cook in same 
water until soft; remove prunes, stonf 
and cut in quarters. To prune water 
add enough boiling water to make 
two cups. Coak gelatin in one-half 
cup cold water, dissolve in hot liquid, 
add sugar, lemon juice, then strain, 

-ndd prunes, mold and chill. Stir 
twice while cooling' to prevent prunen 
from settling. Serve with sugar and 
jream.

tint n room till all cracks are filled 
with plaster of Paris paste, wliicli.il 
is befil to color with some/ of the wall 
tint. Otherwise the newly tinted wall' 
will show the former cracks, prohabl> 
enfphnsized, if the new tint is darl<e: 
(linn the old. Second, all water stain.' 
on plaster should be painted or enam 
eln.d at least one coat, better two, and 
allowed to dry thoroughly before be 
ginning to tint. It is impossible tn 
cover n water stain with cold water 
tint, no matter how many coats arc 
applied. Third, a small quantity or 
glue, melted and thoroughly mixer 
with the tint, acts as a size and pre­ 
vents the walls from appearing 
streaked when dry. But with this 
glue size added, one coat is usually 
sufficient and it will be smooth, with­ 
out clouds or streaks.

The dust bag of an electric 
cleaner should be emptied each 
time the cleaner is used. These 
bags are purposely made large to 
provide a large air filtering capac­ 
ity instead of to provide a place 
for storing dirt. If the bag is full 
the machine cannot function as it 
should. The bag should not be 
turned inaide out to brush it or to 
wash it, because some bags are 
chemically treated to make them 
dustproof.

To freshen stale vegetables, soak 
for an hour in c!old water, to which 
the juice of a lemon has been added.

The next time you have to keep 
a meal warm after serving-time 
for one of the family, put it in the 
double boiler or any convenient 
dish that can be covered and set 
in hot water instead of putting in 
the oven. Put the bowl of gravy 
over the teakettle and cover with 
a saucer.

The easiest plan for mating socks 
and stockings is to mark each pair 
correspondingly. Use contrasting col­ 
ored thread and make a cross-stitch 
mark on one pair of stockings, two 
cross-stitches for another, three and 
four for others. Straight stitches are 
also quickly done. These stitches in 
time save much trouble later.

Moisten a blotter with perfume 
,-md then allow to dry. Place blot­ 
ter in handkerchief box. This will 
give handkerchief a delicate scent, 
just enough to be pleasing.

A container filled with sail and 
pepper well mixed is convenient for 
the invalid'* tray. It cllminntes nn 
extra shnkor and is easier for the sick 
person to handle.

FOR LINGERIE
Crochet a strip of plain filet 

half an inch wide and of the de­ 
sired length to go over the shoul­ 
ders. Sew it rio the vest in place 
of ribbon or tape, and you will 
have a most satisfactory shoulder 
tape.

Let it reach the boiling point 
and then take it out and put it into 
fresh cold water. When it comes to i 
a boil skim and let boil gently until 
tender. During the last hour of cook­ 
ing, all the vegetables you wish to 
use may be added  carrots, turnips, 
onions, beets and potatoes and cab- j 
bage; or cabbage alone may be cooked i 
with it. This meat, sliced, makes a 
very nice cold meat dish served with .

When blankets, either cotton or 
woolen, become thin and thread­ 
bare they make a fine interlining 
for comforters. When pieces are 
used, lap the edges and baste to­ 
gether so that the edges will not 
curl up inside. Cover, line and 
kr\ot the same as any other com­ 
forter. Old worsted skirts can be 
used in the same way. Rip the 
skirt, reverse every other gore, lap 
the edges and baste together. 

, Silkatene is very good for tying 
off with, as it passes through the 
material more easily than yarn.

A GOOD SALAD DRESSING
Place two egg yolks, two-thirds 

cup of oil, one-third cup of lemon 
juice or vinegar, and salt, sugar 
and prepared mustard in a bowl. 
Cook one-third cup of flour, which 
has been mixed, smooth with one 
cup water, until it is thick and 
transparent. Pour this while It is 
hot into a bowl with other ingredi­ 
ents, beat with a Dover egg beater. 
In two minutes there should be, a 
thick, creamy salad dressing.

You can use water In mixing a cake 
when there is no milk available, and 
you will find the cake lighter and 
leas likely to scorch.
